Advances for Two Days. ; 

During Sept. 1 and 2 the army under Gen. 
Kuroki advanced to the. westward from 
line between the village and the stone fort 


of Kwangtung, with the division forming 


the right wing extending to the worth and 
the division on the left In a bend of the 
Taitze river. The right and center of Geng. 
Kuroki's line were fighting with determi- 
nation and gaining every foot of their ad- 
vance at great cost. On the morning of 
Sept. 1 the Japanese artillery was close to 
Kwangtung. It advanced several times dur- 
ing these two days, shifting its positions and 
taking advantage of low biuffs. 


Russian Shelling Furious. 

During this time the Russians shelled the 
Japanese artillery furiously.

Left Division Makes Diversion. 

While this engagement was gong on the 
left division made a demonstration against 
the high hills at Sykwantum, to the south 
of Helyingtal, and facing a bend in the Taitze 
river where the Russians had strong forti- 
fications and batteries. A part of the left 
division, supported by the fire of the batteries 
on the plain, attempted to advance in extend- 
ed formation across the wide graveled flats 
sguth of the river and bordering the flelds. 
They came under a heavy fire 2 the Rus- 
sian guns. The only possible protection were 
the depressions in the flats, and their ranks 
were raked bythe enemy’s shrapnel. 


Lie Hours Under Fire. 

The Japanese soldiers lay flat on their faces 
and were under the Russian fire until 5 
o'clock that afternoon, at which hour the 
movement was suspended. A member ofthe 
staff described this movement as a demon- 
stration. It probably was intended to sup- 
port the advance of a part of the center 
division on the same hills. 


Bloody Night Assault. 

One of the bloodiest affrays of the entire 
war developed that night on the lower ridges 
of these same hills. A part of the Japanese 
center division was engaged in another night 
assault. Upon approaching the Russian 
trenches they encountered an unexpected de- 
fense. The Russians had strung along the 
ground heavy wires highly charged with 


electricity, and as the Japanese soldiers ran 


Against the wires in the darkness the re- 
ceived severe shocks. In addition to this, 
the Russian troops defending these trenches 


_ threw hand grenades or shells among the 


stormers. The effect was terrifying and 
many of the Japanese were wounded. 


Japs Fail to Take Hill. 

The attempt to seize this hill, which was 
an important vantage ground to either army.

On Sept. 3, the Russians withdrew and the 
Japanese occupted these positions the even- 
ing without opposition. 


Night of Sept. 2 Fiercest. 


The fighting which took place the night 
of Sept. 2 along the entire line was the flercest 
of the whole battle. The Russians were de- 
termined to retake Helyingtai hill, which was 
necessary for the protection of the railroad. 
| All day long two or three Russian batteries 
had enveloped the trenches on the hill with 
a continuous rapid fire, shrapnel and com- 
mon shells bursting along the summit and 
western slope. 

The trenches were deep and the single 
Japanese regiment occupying them stuck to 
its position and withstood and repulsed two 
or three infantry assaults. Toward dusk the 


- Russians attacked in great force, and for 


two hours there followed steady and hard 
infantry fighting. During most of this time 
the combatants were so close to each other 


that the artillery could not be used. Through-

The Russians made two assaults, and once 
the Japanese were driven from the trenches 
down on to the nearer slope.

The Russian bombard- 
ment of the hills, which had been steady all 
day long, increased toward sunset, and when 
darkness fell the bursting shells over hilltop 
and plain resembled flashing electric lights. 
The summits of the hills were outlined by 
continuous and thin streams of fire from 


_ flaghing rifles. In the nearer plain, under 


the protection of low hills, the camp fires of 
the reserves glowed like the lights of a city. 
in the distance great beacons of light showed 
where the dead were being cremated. 


Anxious Day for Kuroki. 

The morning of Sept. 3, the fifth day of 
the battle, was an anxious time at the head- 
quarters of Gen. Kuroki. The Russians’ bom- 

ent of the hills was proceeding and 
the Japanese batteries had taken up new posi- 
tions in the lowlands. It was evident that 
the Russians confronting the army under 
Gen. Kuroki had been heavily reinforced. 
The members of the general's staff were silent 
concerning the situation. Little firing was 
heard from the direction of Liaoyang. 
‘Whether Gen. Kouropatkin was holding his 
‘ground there and bringing further reinforce- 
ments against Gen. Kuroki, or shifting the 
main strength of his army against the Jap- 
apese general, who menaced his retreat and 
Was within striking distance of the rail- 
toad, were matters of conjecture. 


Chinese Take to Flight. 
Hundreds of Chinese, men, women. and. 


ehiidren, all heavy laden down with their 


possessions, were seen fleeing from the vil- 
lages on the plain and disappearing in long 
lines over the eastern hills. Up to the pres- 
ent time an ordinary engagement between 
Russians and Japanese, with a few batteries 
throwing shelis back and forth, has not 
sufficed to drive these enterprising Man- 
Shurians from their homes. They hover | 
* about the scene of fighting, playing the part 
oft scavengers.

dk every vestige of débris, rob the wounded, 


and take the clothing from the dead. They 
have even been seen between the firing lines 
gathering cartridges. This morning their 
exodus was taken to indicate that they ex- 
pected even greater dangers. 

Some of the newspaper correspondents and 
military attachés who were assigned to Gen. 
Kuroki’s headquarters. rode forward to di- 
Vision headquarters. Here they were re- 
quested to return, and the reason given was 
that it was too dangerous for them. This 
request to go buck led to surmises that the 
Japanese were considering the possibilities 
of retreat, and that they did not want to 
be encumbered with unnecéssary persons. 


Villages Turned to Hospitals, 

Most of the villages had been turned into 
hospitals, and hundreds of wounded were 
sten, who told fearful stories of the night 
fighting. 

The afternoon of Sept. 8 was comparative- 
ly quiet, and the Russian fire decreased. 
Japanese officers thought from the haphasz- 
ara way the Russians threw their shells 
where there were no targets that they were 
perheps trying to frighten the Japanese to 
cover their retreat. To this the Japanese 
guns made occasional reply. The work of 
the previous four days must have been a 
severe strain on the guns and gunners of 
born <ymies and depleted the supplies of 


_ammunition. 


There was almost no infantry firing during 
the day of the 3d. It was explained that 
the Japanese advance had been hampered

Kuroki Faces Big Force. 
The Japanese line advanced to the west- 
ward only a half mile during the day, and it 


- became evident that the Russian army facing 


Gen. Kuroki was too large to warrant the 
Japanese in attempting to attack it, and 
that Gen. Kuroki would probably be fortu- 
nate if he was able to hold his ground. 

The night of the 8d a great giow shone over 
the hilis to the squthwest and it was surmised 
that the Russians were burning Liaoyang. 

The morning of Sept. 4 was intolerably 

Dot and an ominous quiet reigned. Two Rus- 
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Russian drums, two or three hundred Rus- 
sian rifles, and a number of cooking pots, all 
torn and shattered by shot and shell, were 
lying around about. Bayonets were twisted 
and broken, and on the ground there were 
the remains of uniforms and soldiers’ caps, 
all torn by shot and soaked in blood. Blood 
was smeared everywhere in the trenches and 
on the turf, and it was impossible to take 
a step without treading on bullets. 

During the Japanese occupation this hill 
was under a cross fire from the Russian bat- 
terles at Sykwantun. The deep ravines on 
the eastern slope of thé hill, where there 
had been galleries of shelter pits, had been 
honeycombed and indescribably disfigured 
by the flerce shell fire. 

It was difficult for an observer to believe 
that an area of equal extent had ever be- 
fore been the scene of such carnage, and 
Heiyingtai hill was only a single point of 
the battlefield, every part of which had been 
bitterly contested for two days and two 
nights.

Left Division Crosses River. 
The left division made a forced march 
as fast as it could under the extreme heat, 
eee the Taitze river over a pontoon 
bridge to the left of the hill, where Gen. 
Kuroki had stationed himself, and push- 
ing forward into the plain. 

During all this day, the fourth, the firing 
was suspended. 

The railroad station at Yental apparently 
was a Russian base. Many locomotives were 
assembled there, and long trains of cars 
were seen rolling to the northward every 
hour. 

The silence and suspense. came to an end 
at 5 o'clock in the evening. At this hour 
the members of the staff became galvanized 
into activity. Couriers galloped forward, 
and Gen. Fujii announced that the army 
would begin the pursuit of the enemy. 


Chase Russian Rear Guard. 

‘Close upon his words the Japanese batter- 
les began’ a brisk pounding. The left wing 
Swept toward the railroad, and the entire 
line advanced, meeting a lively rifle fire from 
the Russian rear guard. To this the Jap- 
anese replied, and the engagement was con- 
tinued until nightfall. 

On Sunday morning Gen. Kuroki rode for- 
ward to Heiyingtai hill. He passed through 
the Chinese villages, deserted by their in- 
habitants, and which were filled with Jap- 
anese wounded. He passed many mounds 
where fires burned over the dead, and hun- 
dreds of fresh and hastily dug graves. 

The fields had been trampled into bogs by 
the fighting men, and weré strewn with the 
débris ot both armies. The spectacle present- 
ed by Heiyingtai hill has seldom been equaled 
in any war. The top of this hill is less than 
a quarter of a mile long, the crest of it, as 
well as the slopes and ravines, was literally 
honeycombed with trenches, ditches, and 
furrows for shelter. Trenches and counter 
trenches ran in every direction, testifying to 
the number of attacks made and the differ- 
ent points from which these assaults had been 
attempted. 

Two Hundred Dead on Hill. 

Close to the summit of the hill were the 
bodies of 200 dead Russians. They lay as 
they had fallen, their rifies in their hands or 
on the ground near them. It appeared that 
these men had attempted to advance in open 
order and that the entire line had been 
mowed down by the Japanese fire when it 
was almost upon the trenches. The bodies 
were bloated and black. They had lain there 
in the sun, for the firing was so constant and 
fierce that the Japanese had been unable to 
bury them. Many other corpses strewed the 
fields below the hills. 


Shells All Over the Ground. 
Many shelis had fallen on the hill, tearing 
pits and furrows in the ground. Fragments 
of steel were everywhere underfoot. Several 
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sian guns beyond the hills in front of Gen. 
Kuroki's army boomed at intervals. 

The members of the general's staff ob- 
viously were worried. They spent the morn- 
ing, as they had the previous afternoon, in 
looking through telescopes toward the north- 
west, and it was evident that they expected 
a movement in that direction. It became 
known that Gen. Kuroki's ,communication 
with the other Japanese armies had been cut. 
There was no knowledge as to how the tide of 
battle went with them, but the Russian force 
in front of Gen. Kuroki was estimated to 
number at least five divisons. 


In Danger of Being Cut Off. 

The situation of the brigade on Gen. Kuro- 
ki’s extreme right became critical. It was 
thought that the Russians might attempt to 
cut off Gen. Kuroki by a turning movement 
through the gap between his and the fourth 
army toward Anping, where the only Japa- 
nese forces for several miles were some regi- 
ments of cavalry patrolling the valley of the 
Taitze river. 

In the course of the afternoon the piespect 
brightened and it rapidly became known 
that a fresh brigade had reinforced the right 


HEADQUARTERS, IN THE FIELD, OF 
SECOND JAPANESE ARMY, BEFORE 
LIAOYANG [undated], via Tientsin, Sept. 
13.—The capture of Liaoyang was accom- 
plished only after nine days of desperate 
fighting on the part of the Second, or left, 
Japanese army under the command of Gen. 
Oku. During this time, while the artillery 
arm carried out its part of the greatest ar- 
tillery duel the world has ever seen, there 
occurred the hardest fighting and the most 
desperate infantry charges of modern times. 


Fight. Begins on Aug. 26. 

The fighting began on Aug. 26, when this 
Japanese army, moving to the northward, 
collided with the Russian forces intrenched 
on the hills at Anshanshan. The Japanese 
bombarded this position all day long and at 
night the Russians retired. 

The next three days, Aug. 27, 28, and 29 
were occupied in following the retreating 
Russians. Japanese batteries were sent for- 
ward to shell the enemy. The Russians re- 
treated steadily, the artillery in their rear 
guard engaging the Japanese advance and 
succeeding in retarding it until the main 
force of Russians reached in safety the 
strongly fortified positions in the Shoushan- 
pao hills, eight miles south of Liaoyang. 


Open Fire with 216 Guns. 


At dawn Aug. 30 the Japanese began an 
artillery attack upon position, the sec- 
ond army bringing 215 gung to bear upon 
the Russian fortifications. The fourth Japa- 
nese army was formed upon the extreme 
right, occupying a position on a small chain 
of hills running at right angles to the Rus- 
sian position. 

The fourth army employed nearly a hun- 
red guns more against the enemy at Shou- 
shanpao. This Ru n position was the 
strongest the enemy had held up to that time. 
It consisted of three hills, averaging 300 
feet high, all fortified with strong intrench- 
ments connected each one with a covered 
way leading back to a bombproof capable of 
holding all the men engaged in ng the 
guns. This bombproof was 0 skillfully 
hidden that the Japanese could not locate 
it accurately during the three days’ fighting 
that ensued. 

Gigantic Artillery Battle. 

This artillery duel is probably the biggest 
that has ever taken place. It lasted all day 
Aug. 30 without any appreciable result. 

At dawn on Aug. 31 the artillery fire was 
resumed, the Japanese batteries having 
moved forward to within 1,000 yards of the 
Russian position during the night. 

The Japanese drove a few Russian troops 
from an unfortified hill on the extreme right 
and at 8 o’clock in the morning they made an 
unsuccessful attempt to capture a fortified 
hill on the Russian left. During this morn- 
ing the artillery duel was continued with 


Increasing strength, the Russians answering 
shot for shot. 


Japanese Guns in the Corn. 


The Japanese guns were hidden under 
ripening corn eight feet high, and they were 
hardly visible to the enemy. who searched 
the corn flelde with shrapnel. The fire caused 
heavy Japanese losses, but it failed to si- 
leneé the guns. As the morning wore on the 
Japanese - brought: into action four - fifteen 
centimeter guns, captured from the Russians 
at Nanshan hill, using in them against the 


Russian position ammunition taken from 


the enemy. These guns and their ammuni- 


tion had been drawn by hand over the rail- 


road for nearly 200 miles. 4 
Concentrate Fire on Russians. 

At 11 o''clock in the morning the fire of all 
the Japanese guns was concentrated on the 
trench at the end of @ hill on the extreme 
left of the Russian position. For an hour 
shell and shrapnel were rained in this trench 
and the smoke of bursting shrapnel and 
the dust of exploding shells bid the post- 
tion from sight. The artillery ceased at 
noon and the Japanese infantry then charged 
from an adjoining hill in the face of a heavy 
fire from the trench itself and a terrible 
crossfire from Russian artillery posted on 
another hill to the rear. 


Advance Over All Obstacles. 


Strong wire entanglements, military pits, 
and exploding mines failed to stop the ad- 
vance, and in spite of the enormous casual- 
ties they took the trench at the point of the 


bayonet, driving the Russians back the length at 


of the hill. As soon as the Japanese were in 


possession of this trench the Russians turned 


the fire of scores of guns against them im an 
effort to dislodge them. This heavy fire was 
maintained until nightfall, but did not drive 
the Japanese out. 

Both sides kept up an artillery fire all 
through the night of Aug. $1, and at 8 
o'clock in the morning of Sept. 1 the Japa- 
nese attacked the center Russian position. 


This was a hill defended by three lines of 
intrenchments. 


The bottom of the hill was 
defended by wire e pits, and 
ditches. 


Men of Detachment Lett 


Japanese engineers cut the entanglements 
after terrible slaughter, one detachment 
being seventy-seven out of eighty men, The 
men of Nagoya, the flower of the second 
army, were assigned to charge this hill. 
They took the first trenches with a rush. 
In the second trench they met the enemy 
in a hand to hand fight, and went on to the 
top of the hill, treading on their own dead. 
The trench at the crest of the hill was taken 
after another hand to hand fight, the Rus 
sians being driven out at the point of the 
bayonet and with clubbed guns. 

Thousands were killed in this charge and 
the trenches were filled with the mingled 
bodies of Japanese and Russians. In many 
cases attackers and defenders were found 
dead clutched in each other’s arma. No 
more desperate charge Was ever made 


Position of Great Strength. 


The position apparently was unassailable 
and it should have been held by one man 
against twenty. The taking of this hill 
ended the defense of this line of positions, 
the Russian right ae after slight re- 
sistance. 

At daylight of aint. 1 the Japanese flag 
floated over the hills, and the Russians had 
retired in good order toward Liaoyang. 

In the meantime the Japanese left had 
tried flanking movements around the hills. 
The Russian forces stretched along the rall- 
road embankment put up a strong defense, 
holding the Japanese steadily. It was be- 
Meved that after the defeat in the hills the 
Russians retreated to the north through the 
eity, but the outcome showed that the hills 
were only the first line of the defenses of 
Liaoyang. As the Japanese left advanced 
the night of Sept. 2 it discovered a strong 
Russian position on the plain, and at the 
same time it was learned that these defenses 
ran across the plain for several miles. The 
left charged against the enemy, but they 
were driven back with heavy losses. 


Center and Right Move Up. 


In the meanwhile the Japanese center and 
right had moved forward and a general 
charge was ordered at sunset. The Japanese 
guns bombarded the Russian defenses for 
one hour before the sun went down, and then 
the infantry charged. The left was success 
ful in driving the Russians out of their posi- 
tion, but the right and center did not achieve 
as favorable a result. They forced the Rus- 
sians, however, to retire to the defenses close 
to the walls of Liaoyang. Here another des- 
perate stand was made,the Japanese pouring 
shell and shrapnel into the Russian position 
all day of Sept. 3, while the Russian batteries 
replied to this fire shot for shot. The Rus- 
sian artillery was located in exceedingly well 
built emplacements, which afforded them 
complete protection. 


Blaze Is Seen in Liaoyang. 

Shortly after noon of Sept. 3 it was seen 
that the Russians had begun to burn the 
city. Great piles of stores near the railroad 
were set on fire and many buildings were 
destroyed. From behind the smoke of the 
burning buildings a constant fire was kept 
up from the batteries located near ‘thy rail- 
road. 

On the right the Russians manned the 
walls of the old Chinese city. The Japanese 
consequently directed their artillery fire 
against these walls, and 150 were wounded 
as a result. The Japanese gun fire also did 
much damage to the Russian troops who 
were intrenched at the railroad station. 

During the night of Sept. 3 the last of the 
Russian forces withdrew from Liaoyang, 
and early in the morning of the 4th the Japa- 
nese occupied the town. 


Stronger than Nanshan Hill, 

The fighting of these five days was the 
hardest of the war. The Russian posi- 
tions in the hills south of Liaoyang were 
stronger than those at Nanshan hill, and 
more stubbornly defended. A wait of a few 
days would have allowed the Japanese to 
outflank these positions with comparatively 
small losses, but the desperate straits of the 
fourth and first Japanesé armies to the north 
required that the Russian forces facing the 
second army under Gen. Oku be disposed of 
instantly, in order to prevent the sending of 
reinforcements to the Russians opposing the 
other Japanese armies. 

The Russian position on the plain was 
scored with trenches and fortifications. At 
one point the trenches occupied by the Rus- 
slans were permanent works of immense 
strength, capable of protecting an entire 
brigade and absolutely unassallable. It was 
only by forcing back the Russian right by a 
desperate rush that the Japanese were able 
to make the Russians retire from this most 
excellent position. Fully five miles of cov- 
ered and connecting trenches gave the Rus- 
sians an opportunity to retire to the city with 
little loss. 

The gun position on the plain was elabor- 
ately protected. There was a portable rall- 
road from the eity — the outer trenches fer 
on transportation of ammunition and sup- 


Japanese Losses Heavy. 

The Japanese losses in the second and 
fourth armies have not been reported, but 
it is probable that in killed and wounded 
they will exceed 10,000 men. It is believed. 
that the Russian losses in the hills, on the 
| plain, and in the town were not less than 
‘those of the Japanese. Only a few of the 
Russian dead and wounded were left be- 
hind, but scores of hospital trains were seen 
leaving Liaoyang for the north.

The roads are morasses and the retreat of the 
Russian troops is being made at a snail's 


pace and under difficulties which would to- 
tally dishearten any other force in the world, 


but are faced by the Russians with fortitude 
and stoicism beyond praise, The Japanese, 


who started in pursuit, gave up the task as 
totally impossible, the conditions being so 
bad. It looks as if this late rainy season, 
which ought to have been at its height six 
weeks ago, now seriously has set in. 


Port Arthur’s Peril Grows. 

In the meanwhile the interest here once 
more is turning from the north to the south. 
Port Arthur again monopolizes anxious at- 
tention, and it is fully believed a crisis is 
imminent thege, owing to the approaching 
failure of ammunition. The supply of smoke- 
less powder has given out entirely. It is 
said that the Japanese engineers are chang- 
ing the gauge of the railway as fast as it is 
captured, but in such a way as to prevent 
the Russians from using it later. One 
rail is left, while the second ts so modified 
that it will bear a lighter type of narrow 
gauge Japanese rolling stock, but will be 
useless for the heavier Russian locomotives 
and carriages. At the same time they cut 
the sleepers, making them too short for use 
with a broad gauge. 


Chinese Again Stirring. 

Reports that the Chinese are making prep- 
arations to occupy conquered territory are 
creating some uneasiness, for CLina has been 
all along an uncertain quantity from which 
any development or complication might be 
expected. 

The authorities here are unanimously of 
the opoinion that Gen. Kouropatkin will not 
withdraw from Mukden without accepting 
battle. It is expected that he will leave 50,- 
000 men to defend Mukden while the re- 
mainder of his army retires to Tie pass. 

It is believed that Gen. Kouropatkin has 
over 200,000 men. The general staff said to- 
day that since the battle of Liaoyang Gen. 
Kouropatkin has been reinforced by two 
army corps. It is supposed that the rein- 
forcements of artillery amount to fully 300 
guns. 

Orloff Marked for Punishment. 

The report persists, although there is noth- 
ing official to confirm it, that Gen. Kouro- 
patkin has recommended the trial by court 
martial of Maj. Gen. Orloff, upon whose 
failure to carry out his orders the nonsuc- 
cess of Gen. Kouropatkin’s plans against 
Gen. Kuroki at the most critical hour of the 
battle of Liaoyang is attributed. 


Japanese at Bianiupuza. 

Gen. Kouropatkin announces that a con- 
siderable force of Japanese has been seen 
southward of the village of Bianiupuza, 
thirty-six kilometers southeastward of Muk- 
den. 


ARMY OF COOLIES AT WORK. 

LONDON, Sept. 14, 8 a. m.—The Daily 
Mail's correspondent at Chefoo reports that 
300,000 Chinese coolies are engaged upon 
Japanese intrenchments between Dalny and 
Port Arthur. 

The Morning Post's correspondent at 
Shanghai hears that the calling out of a 
portion of the Japanese territorial army is 
imminent.

Japs Hold All of Liao River.

“The Japanese hold secretly but strongly 
all the districts to the north along the Liao 
river as far as Sinmintin. The chunchuses 
or bandits, in large organized bodies, are 
mustering for important operations north of 
Mukden. They often fraternize with the 
Chinese soldiers.” 


Russians’ Desperate Condition. 

Continuing, Mr. Burleigh says: Field 
Marshal Oyama was overheard to say at 
Liaqyant that stubborn as Gen. Kouropatkin 
is he mrust now be in a desperate condition. 
He must know his game won't do. Whatever 
corps Russia may mobilize Japan can dupli- 
cate them with better troops and put them 
more quickly in the field.” 

Mr. Burleigh quotes refugees from Mukden 
as saying there were 40,000 Russians there on 
Sept. 7.

CALL POWERS TO INTERVENE 
Aud STOP WAR AT ONCE. 


Delegates to Interparliamentary Union 
at St. Louis Urge Nations to Act—In- 
vite Roosevelt to Summon Conference 


St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 13.—[Special.]—The 
interparllamentary union today adopted a 
resolution asking the powers of the world 
to intervene now in the Russian-Japanese 
war and in another resolution invited the 
nations to participate in a second session 
of The Hague conference, President Roose- 


| velt being requested tc issue the call. Fit- 


teen nations were represented, 

The resolution calling for intervention In 
the Ruseo-Japanese war is as follows: 

The Ifterparlſumentary conference, shocked by 
the ‘horrors of the war that is being waged in the 
far east between two civilized states, and deploring 
that the powers sighatory of the convention of 
The Hague have been unable to have recourse to 
the clauses thereof, which direct them to tender 
their medidtion fmmediately upon the outbreak af 
hostilities, asks the powers signatory of the con- 
vention of The Hague to intervene, either jointly 
or separately, with the belligerents in order to 
facilitate the restoration of peace, or instruct the 
interparliamentary bureau to bring the present 
resolution to the knowledge of said powers. 

The action calling for a new session of 
The Hague conference took the form of the 
Bartholdt draft, which points out that ar- 
bitratton is as good for nations as individ- 
uals and urges consideration of the follow- 
ing: 
1—The questions for the consideration of which the 

conference at The Hague expressed a wish that 

a future conference be called. 
2~The negotiation of arbitration treaties between 

the nations represented at the conference to be 

convened. 

The advisability of establishing an international 
congress to convene periodically for the discus- 
gion of international questions. 

And this conference respectfully requests the 
president of the United States to invite all the 
nations to send representatives to such a confer- 
ence. 

The adoption of this resolution without a 
dissenting voice aroused much enthusiasm. 


BISMARCK’S CASE HOPELESS. 


Prince Herbert Suffers from Cancer of 
the Liver and Doctors Say He 
Cannot Recover. 


— Prince 
Herbert Bismarck’s condition is grave. His

PARIS, Sept. IS. -M. Charles offer of 

$10,000. to the owner of the firstautolaunch to 
cross the Atlantic from Havre to New York 
or New York to Havre is no foke. 

One entry for the contest has been recetved. 
and M. Charley has given orders for the 
preparation of plans for two launches. The 
race willl be known as the International 
transatlantſe cup and his offer of $10,000 is 
open for two years. 

In an interview M. Charley said today: 

“T see that in the opinion of American 
automobile dealers the idea fs impracticable, 
One man, 8. B. Bowman, gays he will offer 
me a prize of $16,000 to what T say can 
be done. I gladly accept the challenge, but 
on condition that he deposit the sum men- 
tioned in trust, so there may be n® dispute 
about getting the money when the task is 
accompUshed, 


Thinks Autoboat Is Safe. 

“T am willing to do the same with the 
$10,000 I have offered. These men in New 
York evidently don't know anything about 
the sea-going qualities of these launches. 
They should have seen one crossing from 
Havre to Trouville in a gale. It did not ship 
a drop of water in the swell. 

J maintain that in summer weather these 
launches are entirely capable of undertaking 
the trip. As to the supply of petroleum, of 
course it Is ridiculous to suppose a launch 
can carry sufficient fifel for so long a run. but 
the matter becomes simplified if steamers 
are etationed at certain distances in the route 
with necessary supplies, and not a great 
many steamers would be needed either. 


Can Be Made Useful. 


“The fact that an auto launch can go 
across the Atlantic does not imply that it 
is a practical means of transporting persons 
and goods, What I want to prove is that a 
launch can go across, and alaunch which can 
do such a journey may be useful tn other 
ways. For instance. Instead of loading a 
liner with rows of huge rowing boats for use 
in case of accident, IT should suggest a num- 
ber of commodious auto boats. Conditions 
after a serious collision then would be ma- 
terially changed. There would be infinitely 
more chances of getting into the track of 
passing vessels and gaining land than under 
the present antiquated arrangement. 


Will Add to Nautical Sport. 

“Then there is the sport to be considered. 
and I think thre is a good deal in that. A 
race such as suggested would attract the at- 
tention of the whole world if successful and 
would make the auto boat one of the most 
marketable products of modern engineering 
skill.”

Exactly what they will do will, however,-be 
decided at a meeting of the receivers today. 

The objection made to the committee's plan 
is that it takes the Union Traction cars off 
State street. At the same time the road 
wants an agreement whereby it can put 
trolley poles in Adame street, from Fifth 
avenue to State street, and in Dearborn 
street, from Randolph to Van Buren. It 
would also like to trolleyize Franklin street. 


Foreman Says “Impossible.” 

“It can’t be done,“ was the answer of 
Chairman Foreman of the local transporta- 
tion committee. 

The explanation given for taking the west 
side cars off State street was that the prop- 
erty owners there would not tolerate over- 
head wires in the thoroughfare. The com- 
mittee made the rerouting plan so as to put 
as few overhead wires as possible in the 
business district, and declared that this rule 
would be adhered to. If the Union Trac- 
tion company did not like the plan, it was 
asserted, it could abandon its downtown 
— The cars must get out of the tun- 
ne 

“It is unfair to us,” said Managing Re- 
ceiver Fetzer of the Union Traction com- 
pany. “It gives the south side company 
state street, while we are barred off it. Be- 
sides, we want to put trolleys in Adams, 
Dearborn, and other streets. I do not think 
it is what we are entitled to. Of course, 
Yuille, who drew the plans, is préjudiced 
againstus. He was president of the west side 
system until Roach succeeded him under the 
consolidation. We did not expect any fa- 
vors from him.” 


Hints at Fight for Tunnels. 

It was suggested that as the tunnels had 
to come down some arrangement must be 
made, and Mr. Fetzer replied: 

“IT don’t know that they have to come 
down. Mr. Gurley is of the opinion the gov- 
ernment cannot make us take the Van Buren 
street one out without paying us full com- 
pensation. There is a case in Pittsburg of 
exactly a similar character.“ 

When Mr. Gurley was asked if there was 
any intention on the part of the company 
to fight the lowering of the tunnels he said: 
„Not that I know of and I think I should 
know.“ 

The understanding is that the recetvers at 
their meeting today will instruct John S. 
Miller to confer with the committee on local 
transportation and see if some other plan 
of rerouting cannot be adopted. The com- 
pany has employed ex-City Engineer Art- 
ingstall to prepare plans for both tunnel 
lowering and rerouting, and it is expected 
Mr. Miller will present them as an alterna- 
tive measure. 

Merger Story Revived. 

R. R. Govin came to Chicago yesterday, 
and the first person he went to see was 
John J. Mitchell of the Llinois Trust and 
Savings bank. This revived the old story 
that a pool of $56,000,000 had been formed 
in New York to buy out the Chitago City 
railway and consolidate it with Union Trac- 
tion. When asked about it, however, Mr. 
Govin laughed and said: 

“No, I did not bring that $56,000,000 with 
me; it is still in New York.”

DENY BASIS OF BUILDING SUIT. 


Chicago Experts Say Minneapolis Archi- 
tect Has No Monopoly on Sky- 
scraper Construction. 


The suits brought by Leroy S. Buffington, a 
Minneapolis architect, against the National 
Safety Deposit company of Chicago and the 
owner, of the building at 60 Wall street, 
New York, for alleged infringement of patent 
rights for steel skeleton construction were 
declared yesterday by Chicago architects and 
builders to have little ground to rest on. 

W. L. B. Jenney, an architect in the New 
York Life building, said: In my opinion 
there is no basis for the suit at all. I was 
the inventor of the steel skeleton construc- 
2 1883-84, but I took out no patent 

or it. 

The Home Insurance company of New 
York employed me as architect in 1883 to put 
up its building in Chicago. In 1888 Buffing- 
ton of Minneapolis took out a patent for 
the use of the construction of the Home In- 
surance building in connection with a solid 
steel column, constructed of plates of steel 
riveted together side by side. This is well 
within the law, but as his column uses more 
steel than any other to accomplish the same 
result, it has never been used, so far ag I 
know, nor is it likely to be. 

*“ Buffington never took out a patent cov- 
ering broadly the steel building construction 
employed in steel skeleton buildings, as stat- 
ed, but solely in connection with his own 
style of column. I have read Buffington’s 
patent many times, and cannot see what he 
can form a suit upon.“

HIS DEATH A MYSTERY. 


POSTPONES INVESTIGA- 
TION OF BIEGLER CASE. 


Family of Dead Attorney Insists Sui- 
cide Cannot Have Been Cause, but 
Police Are Unable to Find Any Rea- 
son for Suspecting Murder—Think 
Victim Suffered from a “Suicidal 
Mania” — Physician Finds Powder 
Marks on Skin. 


Investigation by a coroner’s jury into the 
death of John M. Biegler, the young attorney 
found dead with a bullet through his brain 
Monday night in his office in the Title and 
Trust building, was postponed yesterday on 
request of members of hisfamily. It wasas- 
serted by Philip Biegler, the dead man’s 
brother, that the attorney, recently married 


and on the eve of a honeymoon trip to St. 


Louis, could not have killed himself and must 
have been murdered. 

While confident no other theory than that 
of suicide was tenable, the police agreed to 
a postponement until a week from tomorrow. 


Was Suicide Premeditated? 


When Biegler left his wife at a downtown 
department store at 5 o'clock in the afternoon 
after several hours spent in buying furniture 
for their new house, he evidently had made 
up his mind to kill himself, the police think— 
a cold blooded” determination, uninflu- 
enced by financial or domestic difficulties. 

It was shown yesterday that the attorney 
wus prospering in his business and that he 
had $800 on deposit in the Oak Park Trust 
and Savings bank on the morning of his 
death. During the shopping Four with his 
wife he hed drawn six checks, all under a 
hundred and over fifteen dollars, which he 
tendered in payment for his purchases. The 
sum remaining to his credit was near $500. 

“Suicidal Mania,” Police Say. 

Some time during the day of his departure, 
the police think, the attorney was stricken 
with suicidal mania. 

After making a post mortem examination 
yesterday Coroner’s Physician O. W. Lewke 
said he found grains of powder imbedded in 
the skin close to the skull. 

“This proves to me that Biegler commit- 
ted suicide while holding the revolver close 
to his head,“ the physician stated. 

According to Philip Biegler his brother 
carried $5,000 accident insurance and the 
same amount of life insurance, the widow 
being the logical beneficiary.

PLAYERS UNION 
- CURBED BY WRIT 


Court Restrains Federation of 
the Musicians from Ex- 
pelling Doehne. 


FIGHT OVER PAY RATE. 


Polish Parade, Boycotted by 
Bands, Also Is Source of 
Trouble to Men. 


The Chicago Federation of Musicians was 
restrained yesterday by a temporary injunc- 
tion issued by Judge Healy from expelling 
or in any way molesting Henry Doshne, 
proprietor of the Garrick theater orchestra. 
Doehne, in his petition, recites that he is 
threatened with expulsion because of his 
alleged violation of the laws of the union, 
He has been a member of the musicians’ 


One of the provisions of the union's laws 
is that no employing member shall pay his 
musicians less than the authorized scale. 
A penalty is provided for violation, and ex- 
pulsion from the organization is prescri 
for persistent disobedience. 

Doehne Fined 8260. 

Recently Otto Vieck, a musician playing 
in the orchestra, brought charges against the 
leader, asserting that he had paid $5 less than 
the scale adopted last January, Thirteen 
counts were made in the charges under 
which Doehne was brought for trial before 
the executive board of the union. He was 
held to be guilty of each and was fined $20 
apiece, making the total $260. Before he 
could appeal his case, he was told he had to 
pay the $260, which he declares he was un- 
able to do, and then, he asserts, he was 
threatened with expulsion. 

Doehne has begun bankruptcy proceedings 
in the federal court and the union has listed 
the $260 as a claim against him. One-half 
of the fine would be given to Vieck, accord- 
ing to the rules of the union, Doehne de- 
clares. Judge Healy’s order forbfds the or- 
ganization to interfere with the leader’s 
business until the hearing on the petition 
fc: a permanent injunction is held. 

Investigate Polish Celebration. 

An investigation of the musical arrange- 
ments at the Kosciusko celebration last 
Sunday also is being made by the union. 
Owing to a misunderstanding, one union 
band played in the parade although the or- 
ganization had formally ordered its mem- 
bers not to take part. 

Before the celebration, President Kennedy 
of the union was told that most of the music 
was to be furnished by bands connected with 
the Polish churches. fome of the musicians 
objected to playing in competition and a 
committee was told to take charge of the 
matter. 

At the last minute this committee ordered 
that no union musician should play. All 
persons of the Polish race were put under 
the ban for the day, and the musicians were 
instructed to refuse engagements for all 
affairs conducted by Poles. 

The union band nick played came from 
outside Chicago, under contract, with the 
understanding there was no objection from 
the labor organization. Officials of the 
union declared they did right in permitting 
these musicians ‘v fill their contract. 


„ Metal Workers Return. 

The metal workers who went out at the 
shop of the Link-Belt Machinery company 
in May in sympathy with the striking ma- 
chinists have decided to return to work as 
individuals over the protests of their business 
agents. This action Was approved at a 
stormy meeting when the leaders of the union 
tried to stem the tide and persuade the men 
to stay on strike. The business agents said 
the return of the men was against instruc- 
tions and was wholly unauthorized. 

Mystery surrounds the strike of the ma- 
chinists at the Bates Machine company 
works in Joliet. For several years the union 
has been fighting the concern. Business 
Agent J. J. Kepples went to Joliet recently 
to learn the conditions and address the 
strikers. 

“I could not find them,” he said. “ They 
had disappeared and their strike has van- 
ished. The union has never ordered the men 
to go back and they have net gone back. The 
strike is not called off.” 


MORE RIOTING NEAR THE YARDS. 


Crowd Attacks Negroes on Street Car, 
While Mob Stones Watch- 
man’s House. 


Rioting in the vicinity of the stockyards 
continued last night, the chief disturbances 
being an assault by a crowd upon three ne- 
groes on a Forty-seventh street’ car and an 
attack by a mob on the house of John Fitz- 
gibbons, a watchman at the yards. 

The negroes attacked were: 

Stewart, J., 6854 Champlain avenue; janitor at 

Hyde Park police station. 

Windsor, William, 3614 Armour avenue. 
Windsor, James, 3614 Armour avenue. 

Stewart had just left the stockyards police 
station, where he reported to Inspector Hunt, 
when five men boarded the car in which he 
was riding and dragged him to the street. 

A crowd gathered and joined in the attack. 
Stewart was severely beaten, but escaped 
by running into the bakery of J. Majanski, 
727 Forty-seventh street. The proprietor 
kept out the crowd by displaying a.revolver. 
A riot call brought policemen from the stock- 
yards station and the crowd was dispersed, 
William Weber being arrested. 

The Windsor brothers were taken from a 
street car and severely beaten at Forty- 
seventh street and Stewart avenue. They 
escaped from the crowd. 

A “deep, dark plot to drive negro work- 
ers from the packing houses has been found 
by the police, according to Capt. Clancy, who 
said he had received private information 
that dynamite was to be used to intimidate 
the nonunion colored employés. 

More than 800 strikers stoned the house of 
John Fitzgibbons, 529 Forty-second place, 
breaking windows and furniture and slightly 
injuring Fitzgibbons’ wife and four children. 

Fitzgibbons, who is a special policeman at 
the stockyards, went out on strike with other 
watchmen, but incurred the enmity of union 
men, it is said, because he returned to work 
two days before the strike was officially de- 
clared ended. 

Louis Ignatz, 50 years old, a workman 
at the yards, was attacked and beaten in the 
morning, at rty-seventh street and Ash- 
land avenue. e was taken to the Post 
Graduate hospital. 

Nicholas Grickhahn, 75 years old, a cattle 
herder at the stockyards, was shot in the 
face while tending cattle near the clay 
hole,” at Forty-third street and Western 
avenue. He was taken to his residence, 4622 
Marshfield avenue, where it was said his 
chances for recovery were slight.

FATHER IS HELD TO JURY 
ON A CHARGE OF CRUELTY. 


Maywood Man Alleged to Have Con- 
fessed He Bound Son and Hung Him 
by Hands for Twelve Hours, 


Accused of cruelty to his young son, T. 

Ent yesterday was held to the Criminal 
ourt by Justice O'Sullivan of Maywood. 
his was the story of the boy, Charles: 

“Tran away four days ago and went home 
on Monday, when my mother was gone. My 
father grabbed me, tied a rope around my 
waist, tied my hands behind me, and then 
wound the rope around my chest. He hung 
me by the hands to a tree and kept me there 
an hour. Then he carried me into the garret 
and left me in the same way, hanging by 
my hands, with my feet barely touching the 
floor. He kept me there until night—twelve 
hours. 

„My father came up often and tantalized 
me. I begged fora drink of water. He struck 
me with a lath and left.” 

Persons living near the house, at 1516 South 
Second avenue, Maywood, testified they 
heard the boy calling for water all day. The 
village marshal was called and the boy re- 
leased. The father, who is a painter, is de- 
clared to have confessed. 

Mrs. Sarah Shaw of Chicago was held to 
the Criminal court by the Juvenile court on 
a charge of cruelty to her little stepson. 
“She beats me every other day, and makes 
me do everything just as she wants it done, 
whether it is right or wrong,” testified the 
boy, Robert, 11 years old. I do things right, 
but she whips me anyway, and says I do them 


wrong. ‘ 

The stepmother asserted she was the vic- 
tim of a conspiracy by the boy and his oldest 
sister, who swore she had left home because 
of her stepmother’s cruelty.

Political Control the Stake. 

The fight is for the control of the repub- 
lican convention, which will hold its in- 
Gov, 
Odell and his friends desire the nomination 
for governor to go to Lieut. Gov. Higgins. 
Senator Platt and his adherents desire the 
nomination for former Lieut. Gov. Woodruff. 

All talk of a third candidate has been aban- 
doned, and tonight the contest lies between 
these two men. Gov. Odell and his friends 
in a poll issued tonight claim to have 708 votes 
assured in Higgins’ favor. The convention's 
total is 974. Mr. Woodruff’s friends deny the 
accuracy of the poll, 

Platt Says Woodruff Will Win. 

United States Senator Platt and Mr. Wood- 


ruff's advocates state most emphatically that 
they will carry the fight to the floor of the 


convention. Many believe, however, that Mr.“ 


Higgins will be the unanimous nominee of the 
convention. 

Gov. Odell, chairman of the republican 
state committee, said tonight: 

The sentiment of the convention seems to 
be in favor of the nomination of Lieut. Gov. 
Higgins for governor, and I think he will be 
nominated. I believe the majority of the dele- 
gates are for him. The name of Supt. Hen-

Claim Control for Odell. 

This followed a day of conferences and can- 
vassing. Gov. Odell’s friends claim he is in 
control of the situation and can eause the 
nomination of Lieut, Gov.

Senator Platt denied a report to the effect 
that he had admitted the probability of Hig- 
gins’ nomination and repeated his belief, 
many times expressed during the day, that 
Woodruff would be nominated.

Revised Figures Show Large Increase 
Over Vote of Four Years Ago 
in September.

SPEAKS IN COURTHOUSELESS | 


CAPITAL OF HAMILTON COUNTY. 


Citizens Appreciate Chicago’s Solici- 
tude for Amendment Which Will 
Make Possible a New Municipal 
Charter — Candidate Arrives at 
Marion Two Hours Late Because of 
Delayed Train—Benton, Vienna, and 
Mound City in Today’s Itinerary. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 

Mount Vernon, III., Sept. 13.—{Special.]— 
There is one spot down in Egypt where the 
natives appreciate Chicago’s solicitude to 
have carried the constitutional amendment 
which will make possible a new municipal 
charter. This spot, discovered yesterday 
by State’s Attorney Deneen, is little Hamil- 
ton county. Mr. Deneen everywhere has 
been reminding the voters that a failure to 
vote at all on the constitutional amendment 
will count the same as a voteagainstit. The 
people of Hamilton county know full well 
the cost.of such apathy or oversight on the 
part of the voter. 

Hamilton is one of the four counties in 
Illinois without a courthouse. The county 
building at McLeansboro, the pioneer village 
where Mr. Deneen spoke this afternoon, was 
burned ten years ago. The public square 
now contains only an ancient jail and an- 
other old fashioned building formerly used 
for a few county offices. Court is held in 
the opera house, 


Courthouse Issue Fails. 

Time and again in these ten years the 
Hamiltonians have started an agitation for 
a new courthouse, but the success of the 
proposition was always dependent upon a 
referendum at a general election. At general 
elections the Hamiltonians were always too 
excited over the party scrambles for county 
offices to remember the courthouse refer- 
endum when they got into their polling 
booths. The result was that never did the 
proposition receive an affirmative majority 
of the total vote cast. The Hamiltonians 
despaired of ever achieving a new county 
bullding at a general election, and so it was 
that Representative D. J. Underwood of 
McLeansboro secured the passage by the last 
legislature’ of a law authorizing special elec- 
tions for such purposes on petition to the 
board of supervisors. When the presidential 
contest is settled the Hamiltonians are going 
to have a special election and get a court- 
house. 

There were 1,200 people at the rally, and 
afterward, as the train was late, Mr. Deneen 
had time to shake hands with every man, 
woman, and child of them. The party then 
returned to Mount Vernon, where the can- 
didate addressed an audience of 600 in the 
courthouse, 

Late Train Delays Candidate. 

Carbondale, III., Sept. 13.—[Special. ]}—For 
the first time in his tour of Egypt State's 
Attorney Deneen nearly failed to keep an 
engagement to speak. He arrived in Marion 
tonight; two hours late. A crowd of 800 peo- 
ple were waiting for him in the courthouse 
when he arrived at 10 o’clock from Mount 
Vernon. Tomorrow he will speak at Benton, 
Vienna, and Mound City.

EAGER HOUNDS HOT ON 
TRAIN BANDITS’ TRAIL. 


Muscatine,  Ia., sept. 13.—[ Special. 
Tracked by bloodhounds and hard pressed 
by half a dozen posses of pursuers; fagged, 

as it is thought, from loss of sleep, and with 
every other farmer in eastern Iowa and Mis- 
souri alert to obtain the thousand dollars 
reward offered for their capture, the five 
Rock Island train robbers have sought refuge 
in the marsh country which forms a delta 
between the Mississippi and one of its trib- 
utaries.

I saw 
six or seven men surrounding the bonfire. I 
jumped down to see what was wrong when 
two men stuck the muzzles of their guns be- 
hind my ears and commanded me to throw up 
my hands. I obeyed. 

“They made me stand in front of them 
while they blew the express car door with 
dynamite. Then they made me stick my 
head into the door to draw the fire of the 
messenger, but the messenger and baggage- 
man had esc . 

Jumping the car they made me walk 
down the track while they uncoupled the en- 
gine and started west in it at a fast pace.”

THE ADMINISTRATION AND THE ARMY. 

When the war with Spain broke out the 
strength of the regular army was 25,000 
men. That had been the limit established 
by law for twenty years. It was necessary 
for President McKinley to call ont-a large 
volunteer force to serve in the West Indies 
and the Philippines. 

On the conclusion of the war the noed of 
a larger regular army became apparent. 
The Philippines had to be garrisoned and 
the artillery branch had to be strengthened 
to care for, the coast defenses. Hence the 
act of February, 1901, which is now in force, 
was enacted. Under it the minimum 
strength of the army was established at 
59,131 men and the maximum at 100,000. 
That enables a president to have a larger 
or a smaller farce as the exigencies of the 
time may demand. 


In May of 1901, conditions in the Philip- | 


pines having improved, an order was issued 
fixing the aggregate enlisted strength of the 


army at 77,287.. A year later the force was 


reduced to 66,497, and a year ago there was 
a further reduction, making the actual 
strength of the regular army. 3,681 officers 
and 55,500 enlisted men. Of the men, about 
13,000, being the same number as two years 
previous, were on duty at coast defenses.

He is at 
the head of the general staff corps, whose 
duties are to prepare plans for the national 
defense and for the mobilization of troops in 
time of war; to investigate questions affect- 
ing the efficiency of the army; and to render 
professional aid to the secretary of war and 


‘superior officers in informing and codrdi- 


nating the action of all officers who are sub- 
ject to the authority of the chief of staff. 
That act has modernized and greatly im- 
proved the army system. Provision has been 
made also for military educatian of officers 
and. soldiers. Appropriations have been 
made for military schools and war colleges. 

The army and the militia certainly do cost 
more than they did in 1896, but they are 
more efficient. 

The democrats accuse the present admin- 
istration, generally of militarism. Let them 
be more specific and less general in their 
accusations. To what feature of the recent 
army legislation do they object? And if 
they got into power, what part of this legis- 
lation would they repeal? 


AS TO SIGNING THE PETITION. 

If you are in favor of the proposed Chi- 
eago City railway company ordinance there 
is no reason why you should sign the peti- 
tion for a referendum vote on it. 

They will say to you: “ Don’t you be- 
lieve that the people should rule?

against democratic government.“

only reason why they have anything to do 
with a petition is that they wish to give the 
ordinance two fields of conflict instead of 
one, If vou are in favor of the ordinance 
you are perfectly justified in wishing to 
give it one field of conflict instead of two: 

A party in danger of defeat is doing the 
wise thing when in despair it appeals to the 
electorate, The municipal ownership party 
is perfectly justified in taking every legal 
means within its power to secure the defeat 
of a measure which is obnoxious to it. 
Similarly the citizens who ere in favor of 
the preposed ordinance are justified in tak- 
ing every legal means within thelr power 
to secure its passage. ae 

The mayor is in favor of the ordinance. 
The connell is likely to be in favor of it. If 
the petition for a referendum vote an it fails 
to get the requisite number of names the 
ordigance is likely to become law. Citizens 
who believe that the ordigance would be 
goad for the city onght to want it to become 
law. as soon as possible.

LARMING rumors have become cur- 
rent not alone in Austria and Hungary 
but ‘also throughout Europe, in conse- 
quence of the sudden abandonment 
at the last moment of the grand mill- 

tary maneuvers which were to have taken 

place this month in Bohemia. Some weeks 

ago a story was started, no one knew quite 

how, to the effect that the maneuvers would 

not take place. But the report was at once 
officially denied in a particularly vigorous, 
manner, and all preparations were made for 

the mimic warfare on an exceptionally large 

scale. 


The general impression seems to be that ft | 


is the health of the emperor which has ren- 
dered the abandonment of the maneuvers 
imperative. Those who saw him at Marien- 
bad when he was there last month to 
visit King Edward were struck by his al- 
tered appearance. He has aged much, and it 
was this that gave so much pathos to his re- 
mark durine the dinner given by the king 
that he had now become too advanced in 
years to ever leave his country again, and 
would spend the remainder of his life 
at home. He has lost that marvelous 


elastieity and youthful vigor which he re- 


tained until a year or so ago, and has become 
broken alike in health and spirits. yp 
He is unable any longer to undertake those 
arduous shooting expeditions and the stalk- 
ing of the chamois in the fastnesses of the 
mountains which were his favorite form of 
latter fatigue him now so quieKiy tha 
members of his household and the minis- 
ters are at pains to relieve him of every 
possible wofk, trouble, and annoyance. 


— 
In fact, there ia every reason to believe 
that his reign is now drawing to a close. 
He is above everything else a soldier, and 
has always taken an immense amount of 
interest in the annual maneuvers, which he 
invariably attended and directed. He had 
set his h upon being present at the ma- 
neuvers in hemia this year, and it was 
by his orders that the emphatic denial of the 
report that they would be abandoned was 
published some weeks ago. That he should 
have subsequently given way in the affair 
tends to confirm the report current in court 
and official circles to the effect that his 
condition is more alarming than has been 
hitherto admitted, and that possibly he may 
never be seen in the saddle again. 


It is difficult to speak in any positive man- 
ner about the matter, since members of reign- 
ing houses, and, above all, monarchs, are 
never admitted to be really in until they 
are in the throes of death. It may be re- 
membered that King Edward's father was 
asserted to be suffering from nothing more 
than a mere feverish cold until the evening 
before his demise, and long after all hope 
had been given up of his recovery. Theonly 
thing that one can go by in these questions 


is the gossip pf those at court, end who 


form part of the imperial entourage, con- 
firmed by such facts as the abandonment 
of the army maneuvers in Bohemia, for 
which the most elaborate and costly prep- 
arations and arrangements have‘been made. 


Another thing that tends to strengthen 
the popular impression in this respect is 
that he should have given way in the lan- 
guage controversy in connection with the 
Hungarian contiugent of the imperial army. 
The Hungarians have long been clamoring 


| that the Magyar tongue should be employed 
uin the Hungarian regiments of the imperial 


army, and in all official correspondence con- 
nected therewith. This the war depart- 
ment of Vienna had bitterly opposed, no one 
being more pronounced in his objections 
thereto than the old emperor himself, who 
took the ground that the use of the Hunga- 
rian language in the Hungarian corps would 
affect the unity of the army, since the 
other twelve or fourteen nationalities of the 
empire would be demanding the same pre- 
rogative, which would impose upon the com- 


-| ‘manding omeers the necessity of acquiring 


the mastery of more than a dozen different 
languages. 
Indeed, the emperor actually went so far as 
to declare that he would sooner abdicate 
than give way in the matter. Yet an ordi- 
nance has just been issued by. the war de- 
partment at Vienna announcing that in 
future the Hungarian language is to take 
plaée of German in all Hungarian regiments 
of the imperial army. This favor is reStrict- 
sd to Hungary, and the Polish, the Slav, 


the Bohemian, the Italian, and the Transyl- 


vania regiments will be obliged to use Ger- 
man, as heretofore. Those who know the 
emperor best declare that he would never 
have yielded unless he had been completely 
broken, alike in health and spirit, and had 
lost all further interest in the matters around 
him. 

The twin islands of Colonsay and Oron- 
say, on the coast of Scotland, which have 
just been purchasd by Lord Strathcona, for- 
merly belonged to theelate Gen. Sir John 
MeNeill, V. C., who entertained King Ed- 
ward and Queen, Alexandra on Oronsay a 
year or so ago, shortly before his death. 
These islands are endeared to every patriotic 
Scot. For it was there that Saint Columba 
landed from his coracle; when, in expiation 
of the sin of his bloed feud, he was banished 
from Ireland, of which a glimpse can be ob- 
tained on a fine day far down on the horizon 
line. As on Iona and on other islets on the 
western coast of Scotland, the monks of the 
earliest Christian ages had a settlement 
there, and there are intersting ruins of chap- 
els and priories, with a curious sculptured 
cross, which is considered one of the most 
precious archeological treasures of Scotland. 

Sir John, who was never married, and who 
lost his parents and two of his sisters in the 
wreck of the Orion at Fort Patrick in the 
summer of 1850, was descended from the 
chiefs of Castle Sween, who shared with the 
McLeans of Coll the lordship of the Inner 
Hebrides. He made his home or Oronsay, 
the smaller of his two islands, on which was 
Fituated Killoran, a weatherbeaten, low 
stone house, standing four square against 
the gales which sweep in from the limitless 
ocean, 


Lord Strathcona, the purchaser of the 18 
lands in question, has many other abodes, 
including Knebworth, the ancestral home of 
the earls of Lytton, a house in Cadogan 
square in London, a magnificent mansion in 
Montreal, full of superb pictures, and Gien- 
coe in Scotland. At the time of his elevation 
to the house of lords, Sir Donald Smith, as he 
was then, replied in response to the inquiry 
as to what title he wished to assume that he 
would Hke to be known as Lord Glencoe. 
But as soon as this became known there was 
such a storm of indignation throughout Scot- 
land at the idea of his usurping a title which 
all Highlanders regard as belonging to the 
lafrd of Glencoe, impoverished and dispos- 
sessed though he be, that both the new peer 
and the government were forced to yield to 
popular sentiment and to the pressure which 
a number of great Highland chieftains and 
influential Scottish peers were able to bring 
to bear in the matter, and so Sir Donald 
selected instead the title of Lord Strathcona. 

The latter is a sort of compromise. The 
name of Glencoe comes from the fact that the 
River Coe (called by Ossian the Cona) flows 
through a narrow mountain gorge or glen— 
whence Glencoe. The word “ strath’ means 
a wide and fertile valley, and Strathcona is 
destined to indicate the River Coe or Cona 
flowing through the glen, thus transformed 
into a strath or wide valley, 


— 

Owing to this trouble concerning his tittle, 
which created an immense amount of bad 
blood in Scotland, Lord Strathcona is not 
popular in the land of cakes, and Iam afraid 
that the news of his acquisition of the sacred. 
islands of Colonsay and Oronsay will not 
be received with any too much satisfaction 
in the northern kingdom. 

Lord Strathcona often has been described 
as having started life as an errand boy in a 
village grocery store in Moray, and as hav- 
ing crossed the Atlantic for the first time 
to this country in the steerage. This is not 
the case. His parenta/wWere well to do people, 
his mother, being a Stewart of Lethnachyle, 
and he is thus related to the late Field Mar- 
shal Sir Donald Stewart. The Grants of 
Manchester, who were the originals of the 
“ Cheeryble Brothers in the Nicholas 
Nickleby". of Charles Dickens, were his 
uncles, and he was educated asa lawyer just 
in the same way that his brother, Stewart 
Smith, was brought up as a doctor, Before 
he was 20, however, he was given a post in 
the Hudson Bay company and went to Can- 
ada, where he rose in the companys’ service 
until he became the last governor of the Hud- 
son bay company territory. He was one of 
the creators of the Canadian Pacific railroad, 
and is now the representetive of the domin- 
ion government in d.

BOOKS ON AMERICAN HUMOR. 


„A BOOK OF AMERICAN PROSE HU- 
MOR.“ from the press of Herbert . Stone & 
Co., is a sort of sample book, as it were, 
where one may find not only the old and 
standard brands but some of the most 
popular and attractive novelties of the pres- 
ent season.“ 

One begins, for instance, with Artemus 
Ward and Josh Billings, beloved of our 
fethers, stops for a moment with Mark 
Ywain and Bill Nye, and then descends— 
shall one say—to the bright and shining 
lights in the humorous firmament of our 
present day. Edward Townsend, George 
Ade, Finley Peter Dunne—surely such as 
these need not apologize for appearing in 
the company of the older masters. As one 
reads all these selections over again, it may 
as well be confessed, the wit of Ade and 
Dunne seems more natural and less forced 
than that of some of the oldsters. They de- 
pend less on tortured spelling for their ef- 
fects and go deeper into the heart of things. 
It would be quite worth while for those 
elderly persons who lament the passing of 
the “good old days —and the men who 
made them good—to read over this small 
volume. Perhaps he would get from the 
comparative reading a better idea of our 
present wise and tolerant humorists and 
would see less cause for lamenting the past. 

The book has 250 well filled pages and— 
as the farce comedy posters says—there is a 
laugh in every line. 

A crackling wood fire, a pretty girl to lis- 
ten as the book is read aloud, and, perhaps, 
a glass of steaming toddy on the table—give 
a man these of a winter evening and let 
the world go wag as it will. 

We are all kings in this country, to be sure, 
and here are the king's jesters. 

“A BOOK OF AMERICAN HUMOROTS?. 
VERSE” is a companion volume to the 
above and is published by thesamefirm. Te 
glance over its table of contents 18 to feel 
a certain shock as one finds the names and 
poems of Emil Dickinson, James Rusgell 
Lowell, Ralph Waldo Emerson, and the 
like side by side with those who are still 
daily printing verses in the newspapers. 
But after all, the combination is proper 
enough. In the republic of letters not all 
poets are equal ,to be sure, but there is no 
reason why all who wear the uniform should 
not march under the same banner. 

Perhaps the greatest value of both the 
volumes under notice Hes in the fact that 
they emphasize the fact that plenty of good 
work in both lines is being done today and 
that some of our present comrades may 
loom as large, fifty years hence, as do the 
Lowells and the Saxes of the last century to 
our present eyes. 


American Historical Romance. 


Without a romance of the revolution, no season of 
American fiction could be considered as complete. 
To stop what portended to be a yawning gap comes 
Miss Mary C. Francis, whose novel, ‘‘ Dalrymple ”’ 
(James Pott & Co.), derives its title from the name 
of the hero. The period is between the evacuation 
of New York by the continental forces and the 
evacuation of Philadeiphia by the British, and the 
actual scene of a large part of the story is the 
terrible prison ship, the Jersey, in which Dalrymple 
is incarcerated after his capture at the battle of 
Long Island. In graphic style the author de- 
scribes the horrors of the hapless patriots held in 
durance on the old hulk, their awful sufferings 
and utter misery, and the tragedies of attempts 
to escape. Beyond the fact that 11.000 American 
soldiers were martyred in this floating charne! 
house, history tells us little; but Miss Prancis has 
rescued a multitude of details from the forgotten 
pages of Dring’s “* Recollections,’’ which have 
served well her purpose in constructing a grew- 
some but mone the less an exciting and readable 
story. 


Prose and Drama for Recliters. 


Ernest Pertwee, professor of elocution in the 
City of London school, Whose Reciter’s Treasury 


of Verse has already been reviewed, has now 


put forth The Reciter’s Treasury of Prose ana 
Drama (.

| Great Soldiers of 


Modern Times. 
——NAPOLEON, 


Napoleon’s fought in bright fields, where 
every helmet caught some gleams of glory; but the 
British soldiers conquered under the cool shade of 
aristocracy.—Sir W. F. P. Napier. 


APOLEON I. in himeelf almost 
all the great qualities of all the great 
soldiers who had preceded him. Di- 
5 minutive in stature, be had that 

da unt less physical courage which is 
admired in a private or a fleid marshal. He 
led a charge with the dash of Rupert or 
Henry of Navarre. He planned a battle and 
maneuvered a host with more than the 
genius of Turenne and Marlborough com- 
bined. But he did not, ike Wülam of Or- 
ange, always plan for possible defeat as 


Ake Frederick the Great, an infinite capacity 
for repairing the effects of a disaster. These 
deficiencies were ultimately to be his undo- 
ing. Napoleon was diplomatist and states- 
man as well as soldier. It will be possidle, 
in the narrow compass of this article, to 
touch only on his matchlees career as a 
soldier. 

Napoleon Bonaparte was born on the fe- 
land of Corsica, of Itallan parentage. Of 
all great commanders, his education was 
most exclusively military. When 10 years 
old he became a student at the military 
school of Brienne, France. In five years he 
was transferred to the miktary school of 
Paris. A taciturn, egotistical lad, he was 
proficient only in mathematics and geogra- 
phy. The inspector of military schools said 
he might make a good sailor. When 16 years 

commissioned 


old he was a second MHeuten- 
ant. 


Leaving Corsica for good in 1792, he joined 
the French army. For his brilliant man- 
agement of the artillery at the siege of Tou- 
lon in 1798 he was made general of brigade. 
He saw no more service until 1705, when, as 
second in command of the army of the in- 
terior, he fired the famous “ whiff of grape 
shot referred to by Carlyle which put 
down an Insurrection raised by the sections 
of Paris. The next year he married Joee- 
phine, widow of Gen. Beauharnais. Two 
days later he started to take command of the 
army of Italy, to which the directory had 
assigned him. He was only 26 years old. 

In his first battles Bonaparte’s military 
genius flashed forth in its full glory. He 
had 36.000.men. Opposed to him were 20.000 
Pledmontese and 38.000 Austrians. Hethrew 
himself between them, amd, striking blow 
after blow with the rapidity of Nghtning, 
beat the Austrians in three engagements, 
and-in two more crushed the Piedmontese. 
He was to try the same tactics on Welling- 
ton and Blucher at Waterloo with different 
results. Hastening forward with the bulk 
of his army, he again beat the Austrians at 
Dego and the Piedimontese at Ceva and 
Mondovi. He crossed the Po, stormed the 
bridge over the Adda at Lodi, entered Milan, 
besieged Mantua. The Austrians sent 
50,000 men to raise the siege. Bonaparte 
completely beat them in desperate battles 
at Arcola, and Rivoli and Mantua capitu- 
lated. This ended the campaign in Italy, 
It was perhaps the most skillful of his cam- 
paigns, perhaps the most skillful of all cam- 
paigns. At Arcola Bonaparte had a narrow 
escape from death. His belief in his star,” 
his destiny, dates from this incident and ac- 
counts for many of the daring and reckless 
exploits of his later career. 

Bonaparte’s next campaign was the vis- 
jonary and fruitless one in Egypt, which 
was undertaken to cut off England from 
her Indian empire. Escaping with his usual 
good luck the English fleet under Lord Nel- 
son. he landed at Alexandria on June 80, 
1798, with 30,000 men. The Mamelukes were 
beaten at Chebreiss and the Pyramids, Cairo 
entered, and Syria invaded. Learning of the 
French reverses in Europe, Bonaparte left 
the army in Egypt secretly and hastened 
homeward. 

Affairs in France were in confusion. The 
government was speedily reorganized with 
Bonaparte as first consul. England and 
Austria refusing peace, Bonaparte over- 
whelmed the Austrians on the plains of 
Marengo (1800) in the most recklessly au- 
dacious campaign of his career. Moreau. 


| Bonaparte’s only remaining French rival for 


military glory, also beat the Austrians in 
the great battle of Hohenlinden. Europe 
now enjoyed a few years’ breathing spell 
of peace. | 
Bonaparte already wielded powers practi- 

eally dictatorial, He caused himself to be 
proclaimed, on May 18, 1804, as the Em- 
peror Napoleon I. The new emperor's ag- 
gressive demeanor alarmed his neighbors, 
and in 1805 he found himself at war with 
England, Austria, and Russia. Forced by 
England's naval power to give up his cher- 
ished project of invading her, he suddenly 
led his armies through Germany, got in the 
rear of 26,000 Austrians under Mack at Ulm, 
captured the whole force, took Vienna, and

More than 
000 of his soldiers were swallowed up ij 
Spain. He was again assailed by Prussia 
and Austria. The Austrians checked him 
in the horrible slaughter of Aspern wher 
50,000 men fell, but Napoleon won over them 
the stubborn battle of Wagram. In ths 
winter of 1809 Napoleon, wanting an heir, 
divorced Josephine. The next year be er 
ried Maria Louise of Austria.

Various causes of irritation having arises 
between him and the czar, Alexander, Na- 
poleon, in the summer of 1812, with an army 
of 600,000 men, started upon his memorable 
invasion of Russia. The Russians steadily 
retired until they reached Borodino, where 
they made a stand. Napoleon's force had 
been reduced to 100,000 men, The Russians 
had about the same number. The French 
won at a cost of 30,000 men. The Russian 
loss was 60.000. Napoleon pushed on to 
Moscow. The. city was burned, and the 
French commenced the most. disastrous re- 
treat in history, Of the 500,000 men Napoleon 
led into the heart of Russian he brought 
30,000 out. All Europe now rose ageinat 
him. He got together an army of S008 
men, but the tolls were drawn closer am 
closer around him until he was Gee 
beaten by the allles in the battle 
Titans at Leipsie.

TOMATOES IN ENGLAND. 

Over 100,000 packages of tomatoes are 
entering British ports weekly, and in addi- 
tion the home crop is the heaviest known. 
Valencias have been selling at 48 cents a 
case, and French tomatoes have been sold 
as low as 36 cents a crate. These prices, it 
is claimed, are altogether unprecedented in 
July. Tremendous quantities are expected 
te be on sale in September. 

Unfortunately, American tomatoes are not 
holding their own in this market. It is now 
almost impossible to go into a local store 
and purchase the American product. No 
complaint is made against the American to- 
mato. It is readily admitted to be the equal, 
if not the superior, of any other, yet it is not 
on sale. 

„ Yesterday,” says United States Consul 
Stephens, stationed at Plymouth, in a report 
to the government, “I called on several of 
the merchants and asked them the reason 
why the continental tomato was crowding: 
out that from the United States. In nearly 
every instance the reply was the same: The 
London houses do not offer us the American 
product, and we sell mostly Italian and 
French products.’ 

“I would suggest to our American canning 
companies that this is a matter deserving 
attention and investigation.”

CUT IN IMMIGRANT RATES IS 
TROUBLING THE ROADS. 


Amertean Lines Disturbed by Action of 
Canadian Pacific in Reducing Trans- 
continental Fares from $52 to 687 
Competition to Be Met—Trafic 
ecials Discuss Demoralization in 
Freight Tarif open Slashing Dene 
Constantlhy—Relief Is Planned. 


General passenger agents of western and 
| transcontinental lines are agitated over an 
announcement by the Canadian Pacific that 
it would be compelled to make a material 
reduction in immigrant rates from Montreal 
to Vancouver. 

The present rate of $52 is to be cut to $37.35. 
Immigrant fares from the Atlantic to all 
Pacific coast points heretofore have been 
practically the same as the rates to Van- 
couver and Victoria. The action of the Can- 
adian Pacifie will compel the American lines 
to reduce their rates in the same proportion. 


Says Commission Forced Action. 

The Canadian Pacific maintains an order 
of the Canadian railroad commission recent- 
Iy established by parliament forced the ac- 
tion. Chicago officials, however, cannq; un- 
derstand why the commission ordered a re- 
duction in the rates to the Pacific coast and 
at the same time authorized an advance in 
the fares to interior Canadian points. There 
is a suspicion that the Canadian Pacific was 
instrumental in inducing the commission to 
take the action.

WEATHER FAVORS CORN CROP. 


Frosts Do Some Damage in Lake and 
Northern Valley Sections, but the 
Outlook Generally Is Good. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 18. — The weather 
dureau's weekly summary ot crop conditions 
is as follows: 


Nearly normal temperature, with no rain or 
light showers, prevailed over the greater part of the 
central valleys and interior of the southern states, 
while New England and the northern portions of 
the middie Atlantic states and lake region experi- 
enced temperature considerably below normal, 
light frosts occurring in the upper lake region and 
upper Mississippi and upper Missouri valleys on the 
lith and 12th. Portions of the south Atlantic 
and gulf coast districts and Oklahoma, eastern 
Kansas, and portions of Iowa and Minnesota re- 
ceived considerable rain, excessive amounts being 
88 from southern Georgia and eastern Flor- 


Damage by Early Frosts. 

. The damage resulting from light frosts on the 
lith and 12th over the extreme northern portion 
of the corn belt was mainly confined to Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, and upper Michigan, nearly the whole 
of the most productive part of the corn belt having 
experienced favorable conditions for maturing the 
crop 


The weather has favored thrashing in the 
spring wheat region, and this work is now general 
in North Dakota and northern Minnesota: har- 
vesting, which has been much delayed in the first 
named state, having been finished, except some 
late grain. 

While rust and shedding continue over a large 
part of the cotton delt, reports of injury from 
these causes are less numerous. The weather has 
been generally favorable for picking. In Texas 
cotton has improved slighfiy in a few northern 
_counties, but on the whole little new fruit is form- 
ing, and boll weevils are puncturing nearly all 
new squares in the southwestern, coast, central, 
and eastern counties. 


Tobacco Makes Good Progress. 


Late tobacco has been unfavorably affected by 
dry weather in portions of the middie Atlantic 
states and Ohio valley, but, on the whole, this crop 
has made good progress. 

In the lake region, over the northern portion of 
the middle Atlantic states, and in New England a 
fine crop of apples is promised, but over the south- 
ern portion of the middie Atlantic states and the 
greater part of the central valleys, apples are 
scarce and of indifferent quality. 

Except- in portions of New England and the mid- 
die Atlantic states, where blight and rot in pota- 
toes are extensive, a fine yield of this crop is gen- 
eraily indicated. 


Cotton Blight in Delta District. 


Jackson, Miss. Sept. 13.—Reports continue to 
pour in from the delta of widespread damage to 
cotton on account of worms and rust. Ex-Gov. 
Longino, who has just returned from an inspection 
of his plantation in ¢hat part of the state, says the 
damage is more general than indicated by the gov- 
ernment reports, and that many of the planters wil} 
not harvest over 50 per cent of their usual crop.
